Yet it should be remembered that 
this is not the sole purpose of the exhi¬ 
bition. So much pains have not been 
taken merely to astonish the people of 
Kansas City. The real aim has been to 
enlighten them, so that they may put 
their newly acquired knowledge of the 
city’s resources into practical use. 

Having been shown the great variety 
and excellence of onr home products, 
the people should remember that'these 
goods have a special claim to their con¬ 
sideration. They are as good as or bet¬ 
ter than similar commodities manufac¬ 
tured elsewhere. There is no need to 
go away to buy when commodities as 
good or better are made and sold quite 
as cheap in Kansas City. There is no 
reason for building up other cities in 
preference to our own. On the contra¬ 
ry, we should trade with those who 
trade with ns. Whenever possible we 
should buy products made by local 
firms who employ Kansas City labor 
and who invest their earnings here at 
home. By so doing we can build up the 
city, develop the surrounding country 
and indirectly increase onr own indi¬ 
vidual business. 

This is the real lesson of the home 
products show. The people should pat¬ 
ronize the local industries which so 
clearly proved their worth. If the peo¬ 
ple realize this, if they insist when 
buying in having goods “made in Kan¬ 
sas City,” then the show will baas use¬ 
ful in results as it is admirable in ap¬ 
pearance.
